A rich man, he ſometimes ſcorneth 2 
gift, and faith nay, bur I will buy it, I 


will give ſatisfa&tion for it : but the 


rnaked man is glad to receive what 
he wanteth. Thus before the ſoule of 
man be brought to be reconciled unto 
God, it is neceſſary thar it ſee it ſelfe a 
finfull creature ; yea fo ſinfull, That xer- 
ther crying nor howling cax waſh it away, 
yea ſo ſinfull, that no correfion or amend- 
ment of life is able io make ſatiifation, 
Thus farre of the antecedent conditi- 
ons : which as I ſaid before, are proper 
to all ; but not onely to rhem that are 
reconciled to God : for theſe that I 
have ſhewed hirherto, nay be found in 
the not reconciled, even as in the reco11- 
ciled : yea, inthe reprobate, even as in 
the ele&t. The ſecond fort of conditj- 
ons are preſent, which go before recon- 
ciliation, as the cauſe before the effet;z 
but is never ſeparated from it ; as being 
the thing I fay, whereby the holy Sp1- 
rit of God doth aQually reconcile the 
foule to God. Of this forr I finde but 
© one 


— 
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one only condition ; namely, of faith, 
or beleeving. Here are two things to 
be pondered. The firſt, That without be- 


' teeving, the ſoule (remarning 11 the body) 


carnot be reconciled unto God, The ie 
cond; That by beleeving, the ſoule is 


- aQtually reconciled unro God. Forthe 


firſt, it is proved. He that Seleeveth not 
the Soxne ſhall not ſee life,but the wrath of 
God abideth on him, Toh 3+2 6.To bere- 
conciled ro God, 1s to fee life,therefore 
he that beleeverh nor,ſhall not be recon- 
cited to God : but the apprehenſion of 
the wrath of God ſhall rorment his 
wakened conſcience. He that beleeverh 
not, ſhall nor ſec !i'e ; heſhall ſeeno- 
thing but wrath. Secondly, He that be- 
leeveth zot God, thath made him a lyar, 
x1 /ohz 5.10, Thar is, hath accounted: 
him a lyar. Now, who can finde in his. 
heart to be reconciled roa-lyar? Wher- 
by it is plain,rhat »/thout,or before faith, 
man 'cannor be 'reconciled unto 'God. 
For the ſecond, that by beleeving,the 
ſoule becomes \to be reconſiled unto 
God: is proved ; Hethat bath — 
is 
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bu teſtmmozy, bath ſet to his ſeale that God 
& trae. John 2.23. AS many us recerved 
him, to them he gave power to become the 
ſozrmes of God, even to them that beleeve on 
hu name, T0h# 1.12. Whoſoever belec- 
veth; harh power ro cry, #44 Father. 
Andto this place, we refer that knowne 
text, Kom.5.1. Therefore Leing juſtified 
ty faith, we have peace with God through 
or Lord Teſas C hriſt, And this 15 the 
per office of faith, (as it juſtifieth) 
to reconcale the ſoule 13d conſcience unto 
God, and to make us at peace with him, 
by afluring us of his favour and good 
will towards us in Jeſus Chriſt, mani- 
teſted, in that God gave his only Sonne 
fo be a propitiation for onr ſinnes, and 
to fatisfie whatſoever the juſtice of God 
required at his hands. And this is our 
receiving of Chriſt, our putting on of 
Chriſt, and our liying by faith (if we 
take faith for beleeving.) And thus 
much of the ſecond condition which is 
preſent : Now followes the third fort of 
conditions, which are conſequent unto 
our reconciliation, and things that ac- 
| company 
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company our ſalvation. Theſe conditt- 
ons are firſt, /oy in the Holy Ghoſt. Se- 
condly, Love to God and hs Charch. 
Thirdly, New obedrence in newneſſe of 


ſpirit, and not in oldneſſe of the letter. 


Firſt, 1oy #3 the Holy Ghoſt, is a neceſ- 
fary conſequenr,and an inſeparble com- 
panion to our reconciliation by faith ; 
as appears by that which hath been ſpo- 
ken before, touching joying in belee- 
ving, with joy unſpeakable and full of olo- 
7y. And indeed, how can it be that ir 
ſhould be otherwiſe: can the men of 
this world hear of great poſſeſſions fal- 
len unto them , withour joyfulneſſe > 
How then is it poſſible, that the chil- 
dren of the living God, can come tothe 
apprehenſion of the fatherly love of 
God in Chriſt, but they muſt needs png - 
a new ſong, yea, break forth into ſinging» 
and cry aloud, with the bleſſed Virgin, 
ſaying, My ſoule doth magnifie the Lord, 
and my ſpirit hath rejoyced in God my S4- 
vVIoar, Luke 1.4.6. If I could this day 
bring you happy tydings of reconcilia- 
tion betweene King and Parliament, 
(which
